World has from a'higu official sonrc 
the trus story of the rejectiou of Keilej 
by the Austrian Government and the 
action taken by the administration in 
replj'. It has been widely pubiishec 
that the Austrian Government gave no 
reasons for tha rejectiou of Keiley. This 
report is incorrect. On reason was 
given in a diplomatic uoto submitted by 
Secretary Bayard at a recent Cabins! 
meeting. This message camo from the 
Austrian JPoieigu Office through Baron 
von Schaeffer. This note gives as 
reason for declining to receive Keiley 
that his wife is a Jewess, and, according 
to .Austrian etiquette, she could not be 
received at the Vienna court. This 
court does not recognize the legality oi 
marriages between Jews and Catholics. 
The cote is very polite, but equally de- 
cided. It cnrefully ignores the strong- 
est reason for rejecting Keiley—his hav- 
ing given offence to the Italian Govern- 
ment. This epistle from the Vienna 
authorities has f-iven Mr. Bayard his 
opportunity. Ha lias prepared a very 
spirited reply, v.'bich he read at a Cabi- 
net meeting. He takes very high ground 
and gives the Austrian Government a 
very severe diplomatic document. 
He 


expresses great surprise in this day ol 
religious liberty at the exhibition of re- 
ligious intolerance shown by the Aus- 
trian Govornraent. He dwells upon the 
fact that the objection made is one that 
his country caanot recognize as a good 
oue, as this Government is one that 
knows no religion in its dealing with 
men. 
The implication in his note, 


therefore, is that the act of the Austrian 
Government in rejecting Keiley upon 
the ground stated IH an act of great dis- 
courtesy and will be so regarded. It is 
the intention of the administration to 
leave the Vienna mission vacant, for 
some tima at least. It will not ask to 
have Baron von Schneffur recalled, but 
will be content to leave matters as they 
now are if the Austrian Government is 
satisfied with "ne-&ided diplomatic in- 
teiconrse. Mr. Bayard's note, wheu it 
is called for by Congress, will be pub- 
lished. Under the etiquette of tho Stat* 
Department this plea in favor of re- 
ligious liberty cannot be given out until 
then for general publication. The Pres- 
idant agrees with Mr. Bayard folly in 
bis letter and determination to leave 
the Vienna mission vacant for a time.

Enterprise with the following concise 
and interesting account of their trip: 


THE START. 


The party left the village of Lone 


Pino August G, at 6 A, M., with pack 
animals and guirle, and tnac'e the first 
oauip at a Sitwmillin Gottouwood Can- 
yon, a distance of eighteen miles, at 2 
r. M. Cottonwood Creek empties into 
Owens Lake, and is alive with so-called 
go'den trout, which were planted there- 
in some years ago—buiug taken from 
Whitney Creek, which runs in the op- 
posite direction on the western side of 
the Sierra, emptying into tha Kern 
river. 
During the palmy days of Cerro 


Goriio District, which hus produced 
thousands of tons of lead bullion, this 
siwmill was in operation, with a wood 
and lumber flumw running to Owens 
Lake, the wood and lumber being taken 
across to Hupply Carro Gordo District. 
Around the mill i-i a bountiful supply of 
pine aud tamarack timber. The sus- 
pension of work at Cerro Gordo Dis- 
trict of courns caused the suspension of 
work in the timber, and both sawmill 
and flume are in a sad condition of 
general decay . The Beoouil day's ri.le 
of about twenty-five miles brought the 
party to the base of Whitney Peak, at 
an elevation of about 12,000 feet, where 
oaiup was mndeu 
The atmosphere at 


this point was quite >;old duriog the 
night. Tbo 


SUMMIT OF MOUNT WHITSEY, 


Just 15,089 feet hi^h, was reached the 
next day, utter a hard four hours' climb 
on foot. 
The view from this Summit 


is something indescribable, anil one 
never to be effaced from memory. Un- 
fortunately a smoky and obscure atmos- 
phere prevented i» good range of vision

At this point 
Whitney Creek (which abounds with 
golden trout, some of them L/eiug one 
pound aud a half ia weight) empties 
into Kern river, A couple of miles 
down the river is K^rn Like (through 
which runs tbe river) formed by a heavy 
slide from the mountain 
udjoiuiiiK. 


This lake abounds iu trout of the finest 
quality, from one-half to three pounds 
iu weight, and of far better flavor than 
brook golden trout. 


GRAND SCENEBI. 


The cliffs here are Yosemotio in ap- 


f.earance and tower thousands of feet 
above the river. A couple of weeks' 
stay should have been made at thin 
charming spot, as it rests in the midst 
of splendid timber, numerous waterfalls 
of great power aud beauty, lofty cliffs, 
fine soda springs, clear, cold and bub- 
bling, and of creeks, rivers and of lakes 
which are not fished out, but the party, 
being one more of exploration than of 
pleasure, left after a day's stay, reach- 
lug Lone Pine, about forty miles dis- 
tant, in a day aud a half's ride—alto- 
gether making n trip of over a week. 
At Kern river Mr. Magee employed a 
guide to take him across the country to 
Visalia or some adjacent point on the 
Southern Pacific Railroad, which gave

returned by way of Lone Pino and the 
Carson and Colorado Railroad.

It is expected I httt there 
will be a county fair m Mason Valley 
this Fall, but it will not be held at tbe 
game time us the State Fair, and the ex- 
hibits could be taken from there to 
Reno if the cr.nuty fair is held first or 
brought from Reno to the Valley if it is 
decided to riot hold tbe fair here until 
after tbe Slate Fair. The cost of getting 
things to Reno will not be very great 
at tbe regular rates charged by tue rail- 
road, and the chances are Ilint some ar- 
rangement can be macte with the rail- 
roads to carry exhibits nt reduced rales, 
It is hoped that the people will take 
some interest in this matter and see 
that the couuty is well represented.
